Hints on Transplanting. 

We take the following suggestion on trans- 
planting from the Horticulturist, a valuable 
journal edited by P. Barry, whose name is 
incorporated inthe very history of Pomolo- 
gy, at Rochester, N. Y. 

In our last number we endeavored to call 
attention to certain points inthe nursery man- 
agement of young trees, necessary to pre- 
pare them for successful removal. We now 
propose to offer a few saggestions on trans- 
pianting. 

Notwithstanding we have made great pro- 
gresa in the art of planting, duving the laat 
twenty years; and with all the information 
(hat has been dissiminated onthe subject, 
by mesus of widely-cireulated pomolopical 
books, periodicals, catalogues, &c.; yet 
there is among the mass of our vast popula- 
tion who till the ground and plant trees, a 
very imperfect knowledge of what good plan- 
ting veally consists in.
